THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE NINTH CENSUS. 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERION, CENSUS OFFICE, 
November 1, 1872. 

Sir: I have the honor to advise the Department of the completion of 

the work of the Ninth Census; and I take the occasion of the annual 
report, required by law to be rendered at this time, to submit the entire 
material for the Compendium authorized by the concurrent resolution 
of May 31,1872. The extended tables, to be comprised in the quarto 
volumes authorized by the resolution of April 19, 1871, are in the hands 
of the Congressional Printer, and nearly all are in type. Both the text — 
and the tables of the Population volume have been for some time await- 
ing the completion of the maps designed to illustrate this volume; and 
it is anticipated that bound copies will be upon the desks of members 
at the assembling of Congress in December.. The two remaining quarto 
volumes are complete in the Congressional Printing Office; one of them, 
the volume on Vital Statistics, being in type. Of the other volume, 
that on the industry of the United States, about one hundred pages 
remain as yet untouched. 

Lam advised that it is probable, notwithstanding the enormous pres- 
sure on the Printing Office from the legislative matter thrown upon it 
in the first weeks of the session, that the last of the quarto volumes of 
the census will be completed early in January. 

I cannot pass this point without acknowledging the advantage which 
this Office has derived from the manner in which its necessarily heavy 
demands upon the Congressional Printing Office have been met. The 
intelligent interest taken in the work by the Hon. A. M. Clapp, Con- 
gressional Printer, and the zeal and efficiency of his subordinate officers, 
have amounted to a positive re-enforcement of the Census Office. But 
for facilities far beyond what any Bureau officer has a right to claim, 
the publication of the census voliimes must have been carried far over 
into the next year. 

In the course of the census, occasion has been found but too frequently 
to note defects in the act of 1850, under which, notwithstanding the 
vast changes which the country has undergone, both in the conditions 
of enumeration and in the proper subjects of statistical inquiry, the 
census of the United States continucs to be taken. 
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In the report rendered from this Office on the 26th of December of 
last year, which report is made a part of the Population volume soon 
to issue from the press, a full discussion was had of the general system 
of enumeration now in force, while the particular deficiencies in the 
schedules of 1850, and in the agencies provided for the collection of the 
material relating thereto, have been discussed in immediate connection 
with the individual tables of the several quarto volumes, nearly every im- 
portant table being prefaced by a body of remarks in which are set forth 
‘the errors known or suspected to exist therein, with such explanations 
as could be afforded of the reason of such errors, whether it be found in 
the nature of the subject, in the scheme of inquiry, or in the machinery 
created for the purpose by the act of 1850. The limits of a Compendium 
will not allow of the reproduction of these remarks at length, nor could 
they generally be abridged to advantage. It has, therefore, been deemed 
desirable to accompany the tables of the present publication with refer- 
ences to the extended tables on the same subjects, and the discussions 
relating thereto, in the several quarto volumes, so that those who have 
occasion to use the statistics of the census for purposes requiring great 
exactness of detail and nicety of treatment, may be assisted to consult 
the fuller reports at libraries and public offices, should they not be per- 
sonally in possession of them. . 

The appropriation of $25,000 made at the last session of Congress for 
preparing and publishing maps for illustrating the quarto volumes of 
the census, has been expended with results which it is believed will 
meet the hearty approval of Congress and the country. The greater 
portion of the maps printed under this appropriation were prepared at 
the Census Office, out of its own material. For the purpose, howevey, 
of illustrating more completely the sanitary and industrial conditions 
of the country, certain other maps have been prepared, in respect to 
which the Census Office has been the recipient of favors from individ- 
uals and institutions, whose names and titles the Superintendent feels 
it a high honor to be allowed to associate with his work. To that emi- 
nent and venerable scholar, Professor Joseph Henry, Secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and to Professor Charles A. Schott, of the 
Coast Survey Office, acknowledgment is due for maps showing, sever- 
ally, the annual distribution of rain and the courses of the lines of 
equal temperature; charts eloquent with instruction upon the agricul- 
tural capabilities of the country and the conditions of human life among 
us. Professor A. Guyot, of Princeton College, through his publishers, 
Messrs. Scribner, Welford & Co., of New York, kindly placed at the dis- 
posal of this Office the plates of his valuable physical map of the country, 
to which Professor Schott has, with the permission of the Superintend- 
ent of the United States Coast Survey, added by far the most com- 
plete and accurate series of elevations yet attained. These three maps 
have been used to illustrate the volume on Vital Statistics. 

Professor Charles H. Hitchcock, of Dartmouth College, assisted by 
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Professor William P. Blake, of New Haven, has prepared a geological 
map, to be found in the volume on Industry, upon which are laid down 
eight principal formations, with a comprehensiveness, a precision, and a 
degree of detail never before attempted in the geological description of 
the United States. All the work thus kindly contributed to the pub- 
lications of the census has been reproduced in the best style of the engrav- 
ing art, and the Superintendent can feel no hesitation in claiming for 
the results the highest value, both in popular instruction and in the 
positive increase of scientific knowledge. 

Of the maps prepared at the Census Office, seven have been assigned 
to the illustration of the Population volume, four to the volume on Vital 
Statistics, and four to the volume on Industry. Most of these maps 
aré double, presenting two distinct subjects, generally selected for pur- 
poses of direct contrast. The maps in the Population volume exhibit 
the density of total population ; the distribution severally of the colored 
and the foreign elements of population; the dispersion over the States 
of the natives of certain specified foreign countries, viz: Germany, 
Ireland, Sweden and Norway, England and Wales, China, and British 
America; the illiteracy and the wealth of each section in contrast; and, 
finally, the geographical and political divisions of the United States at 
each period of its existence, from the organization of the Government 
to the latest census year. 

The maps illustrative of the volume on Vital Statistics show the range, 
and, within the range, the degree of prevalence of four specific diseases, 
or groups of diseases, viz: 1st, consumption; 2d, typhoid, typhus, and 
enteric fevers; 3d, malarial diseases; 4th, dysentery, diarrhea, and 
enteritis. 

The maps illustrative of the volume on Industry exhibit the range 
and degree of cultivation of five principal crops, viz: cotton, corn, wheat, 
hay, and tobacco, and also the dairy products of each State and section. 

The possibilities of this style of illustration are practically without 
limit. The-present, as the first attempt of the kind in the United States, 
may be found to contain faults of treatment in some particulars; but it 
isnot doubted that this will hereafter be an essential part of the census 
report. «A thousand persons will thus obtain, without.effort, just and 
vivid impressions in respect to.the most important features of their 
country, physically, socially, and industrially, where one will, by long 
and painful study of the tables of the census, create such a series of 
pictures in his own mind. 

The cordiality with which the press and the country have recognized 
the early publication of the prime results of the census has atforded 
ample compensation to the Superintendent for all the effort that has been 
required to accomplish the completion of the work of compilation within 
two years from the conclusion of the enumeration. There is no reason, 
however, why, with such modifications of existing laws as would insure 
that the material should come originally to the Census Office in proper 
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shape for tabulation, the entire compilation should not be coneluded 
within a year from the date of the first receipt of retarns. It is not, 
possible for one who has had such painful occasion as the present Super- 
intendent to observe the workings of the census law of 1850, to charac- 
terize it otherwise than as clumsy, antiquated, and barbarous. The 
machinery it provides is as unfit for use in the census of the United 
States, in this day of advanced statistical science, as the smooth-bore, 
muzzle-loading ‘ Queen’s-arm” of the Revolution would be for service 
against the repeating-rifle of ¢he present time. It ought not to be pos- 
sible that another census should be taken under this law: such a thing 
ought not to be seriously proposed. The ceuntry has suffered more than 
enough already of discredit and of loss on account of the wretched in- 
sufficiency and inappropriateness of the provisions of this i]l-constructed 
and outgrown statute. — 

I do earnestly recommend that the attention of Congress be especially 
invited to the propriety and expediency of an intermediate census, to be 
taken in 1876, in preparation for the approaching centennial celebration 
of the political birth of the nation. A census of the United States 
taken under a system and with a management which would secure the 
publication of the results by the 1st of June, 1876, would be a noble 
monument to erect at the end of a century of the nation’s life. It wonld 
mark off the first grand stage in an industrial and social progress 
altogether unprecedented in history, and serve as the starting-point of 
a fresh career which we have, under Providence, reason to believe shall 
be greater and happier yet. 

Another consideration, which strongly influences me in this recom- 
mendation, is the belief that a census in 1875 would secure the taking 
of the Federal census thereafter at intervals of five years only.- The 
interval of ten years fixed by the Constitution has been found to be far 
too long for all the uses to which the statistics of the census are put, 
except only for the redistribution of congressional representation. 

So rapid are the irternal changes of the country, oftentimes setting 
calculation at naught, so fierce and vast the growth of the nation asa 
whole, that the hiatus in the statistical information at the command of 
the legislator, the pamphleteer, the journalist, and the social and polit- 
ical philosopher, becomes positively painful five or six years after the 
date of the census. Whoever will call to mind the estimates ag to the 
population and wealth of cities, States, and sections which immediately 
before the occurrence of the last census were popularly put forth, were 
made the material of political and industrial speculation, and were even 
taken as the basis of State and national legislation, will hardly. be dis- 
posed to question that the cost of a census once in five years would be 
amply repaid by the light’ it would shed upon the condition of the people 
and the progress of the nation in population and wealth. Were the 
country once to learn by practical experience the advantages of a quin- 
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quennial enumeration, it is not likely that a longer period would ever 
, thereafter be allowed to intervene between the Federal censuses. _ 

In the report rendered from this Office December 26, 1871, mention’ 
was made by name of several gentlemen connected with the Office, to 
whom acknowledgments were due for highly meritorious services. In 
closing the work of the Ninth Census, it is now my pleasant duty to 
pablicly recognize the zeal and activity of George D. Harrington, esq., 
the chief clerk of the Bureau, and the intelligent and spirited co-oper- 
ation of Messrs. Henry Stone, C. S. Mixter, and S. A. Galpin. More than 
a formal acknowledgment is due from me to Mr. 8. W. Stocking, the 
chief of the Division of Results, from whose hands has gone to press every 
page of the census reports of 1870. <A projector by nature, of large 
resource and indefinite capacity for work, he has proved a most valu- 
able assistant in devising the forms and methods of compilation and of 
publication. The first clerk appointed at my instance, after my own 
appointment as Superintendent, in February, 1870, I respectfully recom- 
mend him to you as a person eminently qualified to discharge the duties 
of census clerk of the Interior Department darin g the interval between 
the Ninth and the Tenth Census. 

Mr. A. 8S. Boernstein has “cast” nearly every table of the present 
census, and has superintended the reading of the proof. One of the 
most capable priaters in the United States, an artist in his craft, the 
typographical excellence of the series of volumes of which this now 
sabmitted is the last, has been in no small measure due to Jus industry 
and taste. ° 

To yourself, honored sir, I have again to tender heartfelt thanks for 
generous and cordial support in the duties of my office.

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TREATMENT OF INDIANS IN THE CENSTS. 
{Extract from report of the Superintendent, in Vol. I, Ninth Census.) 


Indians taxed.—In the absence of any constitutional, legal, or judicial definition of 
the phrase “ Indians not taxed,” as found in the Constitution and in the census law of 
1250, it has been held for census purposes to apply only to Indians maintaining their 
tribal relations und living upon Government reservations. 

The broken bands and the scattered remnants of tribes still to be found in many 
States of the Union, though generally in a condition of pauperism, have been included 
in the enumeration of the people. By the fact of breaking away from their tribal re- 
lations, they are regarded as having entered the body of citizens and as subject to tax- 
ation, from the point of viow of the Constitution, although they may be exempted ac- 
tually from taxation by local legislation or by the accident of pauperisin. It has been 
held that it was not necessary that a member of this race should be proved to have 
actually paid taxes, in ordor to take him out of the class “ Indians not taxed,”’ but only 
that be should be found in a position, so far as the authorities or agents of the census 
can know, to be taxcd wero he in possession of property. His pauperism has been 

ed as an individual accident, which cannot possibly affect his constitutional 

tions. Even where the lands formerly belonging to a tribe have been granted in 
severalty, without the right of alienation or sale, and the land itself exempted from 
taxation, such special provisions bave been regarded rather as an exception to ordinary 
legialation in respect to personal rights and personal obligations, made in the interest 
the community, than as creating a class to be excluded trom the enumeration of the 
le. The provisions of the Constitution in regard to the enumeration of Indians, 

i g invidious, and opposed to the general spirit of that instrument, and even more 
emphatically opposed to the spirit of recent legislation and of the late constitutional 
amendments, should be construed strictly and not liberally. 

In 1860 the same principle appears to have been applied in determining the repregent- 
ative ulation of the States. Reference to pages 598 and 599 of the Population vol- 
ume of the Eighth Census will show that all the Indians embraced in the table of Gen- 
eral Population were included in the representative population of their respective 
States, except for the State of California. 

The reason for excluding Indians in making up the representative population of 
California was undoubtedly found in the fact that in 1860 the Indians of that State 
were mainly upon Government reservations, some of which have since been abolished. 
There ap no longer to be any reason for treating the Stato of California excep- 
tionally in ect to the Indians found upon its territory. To have made the treat- 
ment of this class at the census of 1860 consistent throughout, tho 17,798 Indians of Cal- 
ifornia should not have been included at all in the statements of constitutional popu- 

tion. 

The nuinber of Indians in cach State returned under this construction, as forming 
a part of the constitutional population, is found in the table on the preceding page. 

Half-breed3.— Another question seriously affecting the return of Indians in the census ° 
isthe treatment of half-breeds, in which term porsons withany perceptible trace of Indian 
blood, whether mixed with white or with negro atock, are popularly included. How 
shall these be treated? Shall they borecarded as following the condition of the father 
or of the mother? Or, again, shall they be classified with respect to the superior or to 
the inferior blood? When it is considered how few of pure Indian raco are to be found 
outside of Government reservations, and liow varionsly mixed are even the camps 
and settlements, popularly known as Indian, in the older States of the Union, it will 
be seen that the decision of the question must affect, in an important degree, the nuin- 
bers of this class to be returned in the census. 

It has been held that, in treating this question, the Census Office is not to be con- 
claded or in the least constrained by analogy from laws or judicial decisions relating 
to the former slave population of the country. The rulo that the child should follow 
the condition of the mother was tho bad necessity of a bad cause, which required every 
point to he construed against freedom. Something very nearly opposed to this would 
secm to be in accordance with the present spirit of our laws, as well as to be the dic- 
tute of common sense. The principle which has governed in the classification of per- 
sons of part Indian blood in the present census has been as follows: Where persons 
rr-ported as “ half-breeds” are found residing with whites, adopting their habits of life 
and methods of industry, such persons are to be treated as belonging to the white pop- 
ulation. Where, on the other hand, they are found in communities composed wholly 
or mainly of Indians, the opposite construction is taken. In a word, in the equili- 
brium produced by the equal division of blood, the habits, tastes, and associations of 
the half-breed are allowed to determine his gravitation to the one class or the other. It 
is believed that this is at once the most logical and the least cumbersome treatment of 

the subject, in the manifest inexpediency of attempting to trace and record all the va- 
neties of this race, especially considering the small aud fast-decreasing numbers in 
which it is found within the States of the Union. [For the treatment of Indians other 
than taxed, see page 22. ]

(From the report of the Superintendent, in Vol. I, Ninth Census.) 


The Territories.—The Constitution, as a matter of course, contains no 
requirement for any enumeration of persons outside the States of the 
Union. The census law of 1850, however, makes provision for enumer. 
ating the inhabitants of the several Territories upon the same terms as 
the inhabitants of the States; and snch enumeration has been made in 
connection with the Ninth Census. The results will be found in detail 
in the other tables of the present volume, and in the aggregate, as well 
as with certain distinctions of race and color, in the preceding table. 

Alaska.—No special provision of law exists for any enumeration within 
the newly acquired district of Alaska; nor was it found practicable to 
organize the census service there under the general powers conferred 
by the act of 1850, or as an incident to the operations of the Treasury 
or the War Departments. In order, however, to present the statistics 
of the true population of the country formally complete, that district 
has been inclnded in the table preceding the population of the several 
classes, being there stated according to the best available data, consist- 
ing mainly of reports, nominal lists, &c., from officers of the Army on 
duty in that military department. 

Indians not taxed.—It is to be regretted that the census law of 1850, 
while extending the enumeration required by the Constitution to the 
inhabitants of the Territories, should have followed the narrower rule of 
that instrument in respect to the Indian population. The phrase of the 
Constitution, ‘‘ Indians not taxed,” seems to have been adopted by the 
framers of the census law as a matter of course. Now, the fact that the 
Constitution excludes from the basis of representation “Indians not 
taxed,” affords no possible reason why, in a census which is on its face 
taken with equal reference to statistical as to political interests, such . 
persons should be excluded from the population of the country. They 
should, of course, appear separately, so that the provisions of the Con- 
stitution iu regard to the apportionment of Representatives may be 
carried out; but they should appear, nevertheless, as a constituent part 
of the population of the country, viewed in the light of all social, econ- 
omical, and moral principles. An Indian not taxed should, to put it 
upon the lowest possible ground, be reported in the census just as truly 
as the vagabond or pauper of the white or the colored race. The fact 
that he sustains a vagte political relation is no reason why he should 
not be recognized as a human being by a census which counts even the 
cattle and horses of the country. The practical exclusion of Indians 
from the census creates a hiatus which is wholly unnecessary, and 
which goes to impair that completeness which affords a great part of 
the satisfaction of any statistical work. With a view, therefore, to 
reaching the true population of the country as nearly as is practicable, 
in the absence of distinct authority for the appointment of assistant 
marshals to enumerate the several tribes and bands of Indians, inquiries 
were conducted extensively through the agents of the Indian Office 
during the year 1870, the result of which, it is believed, has been to 
secure a closer approximation to the true numbers of this class of the 
population than has ever before been effected. {By the same agency 
the population of the Indian Country was ascertained. | 

The preceding table, therefore, in which these several elements, 
omitted from the enumeration, are made to appear, presents the ultimate 
facts of the population of the United States, so far as it is possible te 
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reach them by all the agencies ‘directly or indirectly at the command of 
the authorities of the census. In this table, however, no attempt has 
been made to allow for omissions occurring in the enumeration of the 
classes of persons recognized by the census law and embraced on the 
schedule of inhabitants. It is one of the faults of the present system 
that not only will such omissions occur, but they occur so erratically 
and irrationally as to make it impossible to reach anything like a satis- 
factory estimate of their extent, or their distribution between classes 
of the population or sections of the country.

SCHOOL ATTENDANCE AS EXHIBITED IN TABLES XX1 AND XAVIIL 


It might be thought that the school attendance stated in the following table should 
agree precisely with the school attendance exhibited in Table XXI of this volume. A 
comparison, however, will develop differences often very considerable in the case of 
nearly all the States and Territories, while a consideration of the character of each 
table will explain and justify such discrepancies. The returns from which Table XX 
is mado up are individual. The returns from which the following table is made up are 
institutional, Tablo XXI shows the aggregate number of persons in each State and 
Territory who report themselves to the assistant marshals as having attended school 
during tho census year. Table XXVIII purports to exhibit the record of the schools 
thus attended. 

Inasmuch as the former return is, so far as it is accurate, necessarily an aggregate 
return, and the latter is generally an average return, (although the idea of averages is 
rather too nice to be imported into popular inquiries, like those of the census, with any 
great degree of success,) it is evident that this difference of method would account for 
differences in figures, and, in some States, for large differences. For example, there are 
some States in which schools are habitually kept open for the entire year, yet certain 
classes of the population are able to send their children to school for but a small Pai 
tion of the time. This is so notorious that the fact needs but to be mentioned to fully 
justify a statement of school attendance in Table XXVIII considerably below that in 
Table XXI for all the Middle and Eastern States. Wherever mechanical and manufac- 
turing pursuits are followed to any great extent, the demand for the labor of children 
becomes so pressing that it is found almost impossible to enforce laws requiring their 
attendance at schoul during one or two “ quarters,” while at the same time it is jn pre- 
cisely these communities that schools are maintained during the entire year. 

Thero are, however, other States in which all classes of the population are so much 
on an equality in this matter of school attendance that no great differences between 
Tables XXI and XXVIII are to be expected. These are States in which the expense of 
schools is only incurred during certain seasons of the yenr, and, at the same time, from 
the general desire for instruction on the part of the people, and from the fact that the 
entire industry of the community practically ceases varing the same reason, almost all 
who attend school during the year do so for the whole time for which the schools are 
open. 

The facts and considerations above alluded to would account for an excess, in respect 
to certain States, of the numbers in Table XXI over those in Table XXVIII, such excess 
rising in some portions of the conntry to 20 and 30 per cent., while in other sections it 
would be reduced to a minimum or would disappear. 

It would seem, however, that the school attendance stated in Table XXT should alwa 
exceed that stated in Table XXVIII, or at least should never fall below it. That the 
preponderance should be in the other direction would at first seem impossible and 
absurd. There are several causes, however, which may produce this result, alth 
they would rarely, if ever, be found to operate in a sufficient degree to overcome t 
pnatural preponderance of the numbers in Table XXI over those in Table XXVIII in the 

castern and Middle States. 

The first of these causes is fonnd in the fact that the pupils of the private schoo 
are, in the great proportion of instances, identical with the pupils of the public schools. 
In communities like those previously adverted to, where schools are maintained at the 
public expense for only a small portion of the year, a system ot private schools, often 
very considerable, is called into existence to supplement the annual course of instrne- 
tion for those whose lack of gainful occupation and ability to pay the fees of tuition 
render them desirous of pursuing their studies somewhat beyond the extent of the pub- 
lic provision therefor. k scholar attending one of these schools in summer and a public 
school in winter would bo regurned twice for the purposes of Table XXVIII, while 
appearing only once in Table XXI. 

Tho above remarks are intended to apply to all instances of duplication in Table 
XXVIIT where private schools are used to supplement the course of public instruction, 
the two classes of schools being substantially of the same grade, and the difference 
hetween them being mainly in the season of the year in which they are held and the 
fact of tuition being paid in the private schools. In addition to this, however, there is 
occasion for duplication, more or less extensive, in the fact that students overy year 
leave the public schools by hundreds or by thonsands in each State, to attend the hizher 
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largo degree, to tho neglect of the assistant marshals to properly ask the question in 
regard to achool attendanoo prescribed by the act of 1850, or to failuro properly to record 
tho answers received. 

Tho States in which, at the Eighth Census, such an excess of school attendance 
obtained by tho canvass of institutions, (as por Table XXVIII of the present publica- 
tion,) waa found to exist, over the attendance obtained by the canvass of families, 
(Tablo XXI of tho prosent publication,) were: California, Gounecticut, Tlinois, lowa, 

fain, Michigan, Minnesota, New Jersey, North Carolina, Ohio, Vermont, and Wiscou- 
sin. Those in which euch an excess has been found to exist at the present census, are:

0.0.00. cc eee cee ee eeen ee 108, 200 | 5, 072, 420 | 8, 149 | 4, 766, 235 } veneeees ceeeseeeeees 
REMARKS.—The Statistics of Libraries have never been very creditable to the census 
of the United States. Such improvemont as was practicable with the machinery pro- 
vided for the collection of these statistics, has been effected at the Ninth Census, and 
tho results will be found in the table, in comparison with the published results of 1860; 
but no great amount of complacency will be experienced upon a critical gxamination 
of the figures. The fact is, the machinery of the census under existing provisions of 
law, defective aa it is in many particulars, is less adapted to work ont correct resulta in 
this matter of the Statistics of Libraries than in any other use to which it is applied. 

In 1800, there were returned, of aj] kinds, 27,730 libraries, containing 13,316,379 vol- 
umes. Of these, 8,149 were returned as private libraries, containing, in the aggregate, 
4,766,235 volumes ; but for some reason inexplicable at this date, 8,140 of these lbra- 
ries, containing 4,711,635 volumes, were incorporated in the published table with public 
libraries, while the nine remaining private Ibraries, containing 54,600 volumes, were 
incorporated in the libraries of schools and colleges, as appears by notes to Table XIV 
(A,) of Vol. I, Nintlr Census, (1%70,) verified by reference to pages KR and 505 of the 
volume on Mortality and Miscellaneous Statistics for the Fighth Census, 

At the Ninth Census, (1870,) the total number of libraries returned was 163,353, 
eoutaining 44,539,104 volumes. Of these, 107,673 were private libraries, containing 
25,041,503 volumes. No return nnder this head was mado trom the State of Connecti- 
cut, the deputy marshal reporting that no exact information could be obtained. 

While this increase in the number of private libraries and volumes therein, over the 
returns of 1460, shows that this portion of the census work has been perforined with 
far greater effort and care on the part of the assistant and deputy marshals charged 
with the collection of this class of statistics, the resulta are yet manitestly far below the 
truthof the case for the wholo country, while in respect to certain States the figures of 
‘Table XXXVI are almost Indicrously disproportionate. 

The only compensation for this failure—for such it must be pronounced in spite of 
the increase over the returns of former censuses—is found in the consideration that the 
statistics of private libraries are not, from any proper point of view, among tho desira- 
ble inquiries of the census. The statistics of the mahufacture and importation of books 
would be far more significant and instructive, while obtained with one-tenth of one per 
cent. of the effort that would be required to collect accurate statistics of private libra- 
ries, based upon any classification that might be adopted. 

The last clanse of the foregoing sentence intiniates a practical difficulty, which, how- 
ever tho methods of the consus might be improved, would always render the statistics of 
private libraries of the least possible value. Unless each ono of the two or three hundred 
thousand private collections of books which might claim admission to such a table as 
that in contemplation of the census law, were to be personally visited and inspected by 
2 competent judge, it would be impossible to prevent the intrusion into that table of 
tens of thonsands of such collections, without any merit to entitle them toa place 
there. No matter how carefally assistant marshals might perform this duty, or how 
fully instrncted they might be from the central office, the more fact of six or seven 
thousand petsons being employed in collecting these statistics would be enficient ta 
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defeat, utterly and hopelessly, all approach to uniformity of treatment. One-half of 
the assistant marshals wonld call that a library which the other half would not. or, 
more probably, nine ont of ten sucl officers would admit everything that claimed to be 











a library to their lists. 

‘The plan most commonly urged for preventing such o want of uniformity in the col- 
lection of the statistics of private libraries is to fix a number of volumes below which 
no collection of books shail be returned as a library, a8, aay, 100, 200, 300, or 500 vol- 
umes; but it ie quite andicient, without argument, to disprove sich a proposition, to 
indicate tho practical difllculties arising from such questions aa theso : What shall be 
done with pamphlets and unbound volumes? With children’s books? With achool- 
hooks, old and new? With public documents. State and National? Itis not too much 
to nay that if all theso classes were to be rejected, nine out of ten collections in the 
United States, whieh would otherwise pans into a table of privato libraries containin 
one hundred volumes and over, would be thrown out, while, on the other hand, it 
difiicnlt to sce what valuo such a table can have for any tse, scientific or popular, if 
these classes are to be indiscriminately. admitted. 
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(a) No returns of private libraries from Connecticut. 

Passing from the private libraries reported in Table XXXVI, to libraries of other 
descriptions, as returned for the year 1870, a tolerable degree of completeness can fairly 
be claimed as the result of exceptional efforts in this direction 

Omirsion of some importance haye doubtless occurred iu the column for cirenlating 
libraries, and difference in classification adopted by assistant or deputy marshals have 
caused some apparent liscrepancies in other columns. 

It should 5e sait that the class “ Libraries of historical, literary, and scientific roci- 
vties, was intended to nelude only such libraries belonging to learned societies a are, 
not open to the genera public, but are reserved to the exclusive aise of members or of 
a limited number of subscribers. ‘This class fails, therefore, to include many libraries 
of learned socictics which, from the fact of being pret to the public freely, or upon 
‘terms of snch liberality as to make their nse practical ly int yore, are, for the parpones 
of this table, nore properly taken as public libraries, For some reason not explai 
all libraries of* this class for the city and State of New York have been incorporated 
with other classes. °

between the returns of the assistant or deputy marshals in this phrticular and 
the publications of the houses referred to, inquiry has beea made into the reason of 
the excess or deficiency in the censns totals. so that, if discrepancies #till remain iu any 
case, it, is because, after full inquiry, the marshal’s return has been held to reprewst 
better the facts of the case from the proper point of view of the statistician, or beean 
dinferent dates have been taken for ts Tetwms of the ceusus from those on which the 
statistics of the several business houses conducting theso innities were collected. 

It will readily be scen that considerable ditferences might be accounted for betwee 
statements of this character, bearing date, respectively, Ist of January, 1870, Ist of 
June, 1370, and 1st of January, 1871, without discrediting any one of such statements. 
Newspaper cnterprises are constantly being started and abandoned in every section of 
tho United States, both in the form of papers under au entirely new name and inde 
pendent control, and of semi-weekly or weekly issues of long-ostablished journals. It

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iy cayy to seb that a spirited business honse, intent npon obtaining intelligence of the 
first movement of any cuterpriso of this kind, would be apt to hear of the beginning 
of such efforts moro promptly than of their abandonment, and might embody in its 

nual statewent inauy periodicals which it would not be desirable to include in the 
statistics of the consus. 

‘A secon reason for discrepancies between the census tables and tho statements pre- 
pared by private advertising agencies, is fonnd in a different point of view, which is 
necessarily taken in treating tho material for such tables for statistical purposes from 
that occupied by advertising agencics. Thoro are very considerable numbers mado of 
issues in every part of the country, of which it is an opon question whether they are 

roperly to be classed as newspapers or not, euch as trade cireulars, real-estate circa 
Eire, periodical prospectuses, chests intended for gratuitous distribation at places of 
amusement, and a dozen other forms of advertisement, more or less disguised under a 
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show of prgventing news or criticism to the public. Many of these are adapted ins 
very high degree to the purposes of advertisement, and ore, therefore, most properly 
to be included in the lists of such agencies ax those referred to, yet very many of them 
umust be exeluded from the tables of the census. * 

‘Tho law requires this report of newspapers and periodicals, on account of their rela- 
tiou to the moral, social, and intellectual condition of the people. To swamp this 
class of statistics by inconsiderately admitting hundreds of prospectuses, circulars, ad 
advertising sheets, which can possibly have no such relations, would be undoubtedly 
an abuse. “At the same timo this subject has been treated liberally, and every period- 
icul bas been admitted to these tables which could establish a reasonable claim to be 
considered as within the purview of tho censns act. 
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) Also, in Connecticut, one periodical published three times a yoar, with an annualcirculation of 1,500.

REMARKS. —Tho Statistics of Churches contaiued in tho following tables are believed 
to be substantially exact, and to present 3 fat view of the organization of the several 
religious denominations found within the United 
public worship afforded by each. 

‘It was not to be expected or desired that the account taken in the census of the 
churches of the country should, in all cases, agreo with the statemeuta put forth by re 
ligious denominations through their respective official organs. The census has its own 
proper point of view, and applies, in soto respects, diftrent teats from ‘those known 
to the compilers of year-books or registers. 

A chureh to deserve notice in the census must have something of the character of an 
institution. It must be known in the community in which it is located. There mast be 
something permanent and tangible to substantiate its title to recognition. No 0ee 
test, it is true, can bo devised that will apply in all cases, yet, in the entire absence of 
tests, the statistics of the census will be ovorlaid with fictitious returns to such sn ¢t- 
tent as to produce the effect of absolute falsehood. It will not do to say that a 
without a church-building of its own is, therefore, uot a church; that a charch with 
ont a pastor is not a church; uor even that a church without membership is nos 
church. There are churches properly cognizable in the census which are without edi 
fices and pastors, and, in rare instances, without a professed membership. a 
makes them churches in epiteof all their deticiencies.’ They are known and recognised i 
the community as churches, and aro properly to be returned as such in the ceosas 

‘Ou the other band, there are hundreds ef churches borue on the rolls of  eligins 
sects having both a legal title to an edifice and a nominal membership, which never 
gather a cobgregation together, support no ministry, and conduct none of the eervies 
of religion. 5 

Some of tho larger religious denominations, either in consequence of their peculist 
organization or by reason of special efforts, maintain a carefial eystem of reports sud 
returns, and the statistics of euch denominations are accordingly ontitled to grest com 
sideration. :

Foremost among these is tlre Methodist Church, which, by reason of its episcopal 
rm of government and its scheme of changing periodically the pastors of churches, 
always in possession, as nearly as it would bo possible to effect, of the true condition of 
3 organization in all parts of the country to a late date. Dead churches are not al- 
wed toencumber its rolls, and consequently the list of its several branches present 
eir exact strength “for duty.” This denomination, therefore, affords a high test of 
© accuracy of the returns of the census ; and, notwithstanding that it presents as 
uch difficulty in the enumeration as any other, the general correspondence between 
ie statements embodied in the minutes of the annual conferences of the principal 
‘anches of the church, after making allowance for tho known strength of certain 
inor branches which do not publish official returns, and the statistics of the de- 
ymination as given in the census, is, taking wll tho States of the Union together, very 
sided. The slight ditterences that exist are sufiiciontly explained by ditferences be- 
veen the dates of the returns and by different rules of construction and classification 
hich would naturally be adopted in doubtful cases by parties acting independently 
"each other. 

There are other denominations, one or two, notably the Baptist, of great importance, 
| which an absence of central control in the government of the churches, and the 
ant of uw thorough system of reports and returns, deprive church statistics of value. 
, is in respect to these, as a rule, that the discrepancies between the claims 
’ the denomination and the results of the census are greatest. In all such 
wes full and searching inquiry has been made; the recognized authorities of the 
1arches interested have been freely consulted; and assistant marshals have been 
led on to explain the discrepancy, and to review their own statements. Hundreds 
* letters have been written from the Census Office on this subject; thousands of 
1arches have been inquired for; aud where differences, after all bas been done, 
ill exist, it only romains to be said that if this or that denomination has as many 
iurches as it claims, the ayents of the census have not been able te find them,

An analysis of the reports of certain religious denominations, however, is sufficient 
to explain the discrepancies to tho vindication of the census, without furthereinvesti- 
gation. It is generally found that the aggregate reported by the authorities of the de- 
nomination is made up of two classes : first, of churches from which reports have been re- 
ceived up to a recent date, showing an actual organization and an active membership, 
with church accommodation and a ministry; and, second, of-churches, often more nv- 
merous, Which are deficient in one or all of these respects, in degrees ranging from 
partial or temporary deprivation to total and habitual destitution. In such cases, the 
statistics accompanying almost invariably cut in between tho highest and lowest 
tigures of the denomination ; take in all the churches that are fully officered, organ- 
ized, and equipped, and ada to this number such of the second class as, in spite of de- 
ficiencies, answer to the true definition of a church from the point of view of the cea- 
sus, Viz, are institutions in the community known and recognized. ' 
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* BAPTIST. 


The discrepancies between the returns of the census and the statistics of the churen 
e greatest in the case of the Baptists. 
The censns of 1860 showed 11,221 “ churches.” (a) 
The census of 1870 shows 14 ATA ehurch organizations; the i ine: rease in the decade 
ing certainly as large as could have been expected. The statistics of the chureh, how- 
er, parport to show 17,535 churches in 1870 in the territory covered by the operations 
the census, (U,) a difference against the census of 3,061. But reference to the sta- 
itics of the saine church shows that in 1869 only 14, 084 charches wero claimed, exclu- 
ve of the States of Delaware and Rhode Island, the District. of Columbia, and certain 
tritories; mlding in the nomber claimed in 1&70 for the States and ‘Territories not 
ported in 1869, to wit, 11, we have as the total churches in 1869, 14,175, (¢) or 299 leas 
an the census. 
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If, therefore, the statement of 17,535 churckes for 1870 is correct, thero mast have 
been a clear addition of 3,360 in the single year intervening, which wonld be consider- 
ably moro than tho entire addition claimed for the nino years provions, (2,954,) which 
is wholly unreasonable and incredibl 

Procecding, however, to analyze tho aggregate of 17,535, we find that from only 12,600 
churches were reports received during the year from which the statement is made up. 
For 3,273 the figures were taken from the ieport of the year provions, in the absence 
of any later advices ; and, fur 1,662 more, estimates had to be made, in the 
even of returns a year old. 

It will be secu here, as has been above indicated, that the census cuts in betweon the 
highcst claim of the denomination and tho number for which positive data can be 
shown. And in this the census couforms in an ominent degreo to the reason of the 
cast, inasmuch as it inst be that mang of tho churches unreported are atill in exist- 
ence, possessing sufficient activity to justify their retum by tho assistant 
phile many undonbtedly have, in the natural course of things, ceased to keep up eveo

sion, held at Cartersville, April 21' and 24, 1871, show but 1,738, included in 
Te 225 taken from the minutes of 1869, 59 taken from the minutes of 1868, and 
en from the minutes of conventions held before the war. The comparison 
e carried through all the Southern States with much the same resulta. 
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The least impartial cousideration of the above facts must convince any one that in 
the aggregates of this denomination, in the Sonthern States cspecially, aro incladed 
large numbers of congregations “in the bush,” properly, it may be, to be reported from 
a denominational point of view, but hardly to be returned in the census, while there 
are also included many churches which have been destroyed by the violence of war, or 
have heen merged with other organizations of the same church, or have fallen into 
hopeless decay, in the riatural course of buman institutions. 

The only one of the Southern States where comparison between the statistics of the 
census and those of the church, and an analysis of tho latter according to the plan 
above pursued, would induce the belief that the returns of the census, as between the 
two, were in fault, is the State of Texas, where the conditions attending the recent 
enumeration were so unfavorable, so almost hopoless, as to prevent the collection of 
social statistics in any degree satisfactory to the Census Office. +: The same admission 
of a failure to fally return the Baptist denomination might seem, at first glance, to be 
required (though in nothing like tho same degree) in respect to the State of Virginia; 
but a comparison of tho results in this State with those tor West Virgirtia iahes 
the sounduess of the statistics of the two States taken together, and justifies the sug- 
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. the ofticers charged with the compilation of these statements for denomi- 
rposes have, not unnaturally, failed to divide the churches accurately

The most important discrepancy between the statisticg of the denomination and 
those of the census, within avy of the Eastern States, is in the State of Pennsylvanis, 
where the agents of tho census report 40 church organizations. The Congregational 
Quarterly claims 70; 6 only, however, having settled pastors, 31 having “acting pas- 
tors,” and 33 being “vacant.” In the case of 13 of the churches thus reported by the 
denomination, the Census Office received positive information from the postmasters of 
the towns or villages whero they were said to be severally located that no such churches 
were in existence. Of the 17 remaining to be accounted for, the Census Office has been 
able to obtain no information of any kin@ throngh correspondence. 

In Kentucky, again, the “Quarterly” claims three churches. The retarns of the 
censns show none; but in response to inquiries addressed to tho pastors of 2 of the 
churches claimed by the “ Quarterly,” the Superintendent was informed that the 
churches should be classed, one as “ Christian” and the other as “Baptist.” The 
third is stated by the “Quarterly” to be located at “Camp Nelson,” but, as there is 
neither town nor post-office by that name in the State of Kentncky, the inquiry could 
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secuted. It may be assumed, however, that the statement of a church at 
is founded upon a tradition of somo local and temporary organization effected 
war at the largo and important camp then formed there.

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But after all reasonable allowance on these several accounts has been made, the 
Superintendent is compelled, from a careful examination of the subject, involving an 
extensive correspondence with the agents of the census, as well as with the officers of 
the church in question, to conclude that the denominational statistics are radically 
defective. In addition to the decided presumption in favor of the general correctness 
of the work of the sworn officers of the Government, to which nothing but assertion 
has been opposed by the representatives of the denomination, this conclusion is strongly 
supported by two considerations : 

frst. That the authorities of the denomination admit that they are unable to locate 
the churches they claim by towns or even by counties. Had such information been 
furnished, the investigation into the discrepancies existing would not have been dropped 
until the whole body of such differences hud beon canvassed by the Census Office, at 
whatever expense of time and labor. But the absence of anything approaching specitic 
information regarding the location of theso churches not only renders it imposaibic 
satisfactorily to determine the question at issue, but casts the greatest donbt upon the 
authority of the denominational statements. 

Second. ‘That the number of church organizations claimed by the authorities of the 
denomination bears an extraordivary and wholly unprecedented relation to the num- 
ber of communicants reported. The Baptists average 80 communicants to a church 
organization; the Methodist Episcopal, 90; the Presbyterians, (North,) 98; the Be 
formed Church in Amcrica, 132, the highest average attained ; the Evangelical Assod- 
tion, 74, the lowest. But the official organs of the United Brethren in Christ claim 
3,753 churches with only 116,523 communicants, or an average of only 31 to a chureb. 
When it is considered that nearly if not quite two-thirds of the communicants of 
churches are, a8 a rule, women and minor children, we shall have as an average but 10 
to 12 commmnnicants among the adult males bearing the burden of the support ofa 
church of this denomination—a most improbable supposition. But if we assume for 
the church an average number of communicants equal to that shown by the chareh 
having, of all those whose statistics on this subject are available, the smallest number, 
Damely, the Evangelical Association, 74 members, we should have for tho 116,523 com- 
municants of the United Brethren in Christ, 1,575 churches, or only 130 in excess of the 
census. If. on tho other hand, we assume for the denomination the average of the 
Reformed Church in America, viz, 132 communicants, wo should bave but 883 churches, 
or 562 below the census. If, again, we assume for the calculation the average of either 
the Baptist or the Methodist Episcopal Church, we should have a result in the first 
instance almost exactly coinciding with that exhibited in the following table, and in 
the second falling considerably below the nnmber actually allowed by the census to the 
church under consideration. 


CHRISTIAN, AND DISCIPLES OF CHRIST. 


In respect to two denominations, it is admitted that the census fails to make a dis- 
crimination required hy the taets of the case. From causes, the remedy tor which it 
was not within the power of this office to apply, it became necessary to combine the 
statistics of the denominations known severally as “Christian” and ‘ Disciples of 
Christ.” The members of the latter denomination, much the stronger of the two, are 
so frequently termed © Christians,” indeed so commonly call themselves by that name, 
that persons who had not made a study of the subject might readily conclude that the 
denominations were one and the same, whereas they are, in fact, distinct in official 
name and style, in organization, and in doctrine. 

As an example, not only of the confusion in the popular mind respecting these two 
eburches, but also of the negligence of the officers aud members of the several churches 
in characterizing their own organization and services, it may be mentioned that there 
isa church belonging to the “ Disciples of Christ,” within the city of Washington. 
which is not only commonly, and, indeed, universally spoken of as the “ Christian 
Church,” but whose Sunday services are habitually advertised by its own officers iv 
the public prints as those of the “ Christian Church,” while the edifice in which the 
congregation worships is inscribed, in conspicuous letters, “Christian Church.” It 
would be wonderful, indeed, when the error is thus daily made by those who should le 
most interested in maintaining the individuality of the two denominations, if the 
agents of the census had been found to have preserved the distinction. 

Had each or either of these denominations been mainly confined to a distinct section 
of the Union, special efforts might have resulted in an approximate classification of the 
data furnished by the assistant marshals. But, in view of the fact that both bodies have 
their greatest strength in the saine States, and oftentimes in the same quarter of the 
suine State, and in view also of the frankly acknowledged inability of the officials of 
each denomination to whom application for assistance was made to render any practi- 
cul aid, it was deemed best to follow the precedent established in 1850 and 1e6v of 
luerging the two denominations under a single title. 
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Tho results here given are believed to present a fair statoment of the combined 
strength of the two denominations. 

‘One of the leading divines of tho “Christians” gives the following estimate for that 
denomination as a whole in tho United States, in answer to the inquiries of the Census 
Office, viz: church organizations, 1,100; church edifices, 1,050; church acconmoda- 
tion, 100,000; valao of church property, $735,000. 





(@) The principal inquiry, under tho hond of religion, in tho schedule of the censns law, viz: “Num- 
ber of churches,” is, unfortdnately, ambiguous. As the censuses of 1850 and 1860 were taken, it is im- 
possible to feel avy assurance, in any particular case, whether church organizations or church edifices 
are returned in answer to tho inquiry, ‘ Number of churches.” In preparation for the Ninth Consus, 
this inquiry was divided into “ Namber of church organizations. Number of church exlitices."” 

(0) The statistics of tho Baptist Church for 1870 aro presented in their Year-Book for 1871, in tho 
form of a summary by States, and, also, to a great oxtent, in detail, by associations within each State. 
‘Where differences between tho total and tho items occur they are supposed to be the result of clerical 
errors in the preparation of the summary, or of typographical errors in printing it, and the detailed 
accounts have been assumed to be correct.” Tho total number of churches, as given on page 80 of the 
‘Year-Book, is 17,745. An accurate compilation, howevor, of the details, so far as presented, gives 17,527 
churches, “To these are to be added 7 aud 16, the numbers returned, in the summary only, for Dela- 
‘ware and District of Columbia respectively, and 10 for the difference between the total and tho 
iteme given for Wost Virginia, which difference, it is supposed, cquals tho estimated number of churches 
Belonging to tho:Freo Salvation” and “Indian Creek” associations, not otherwise accounted for, 
making @ sum of 17,360, from which should bo deducted tho 25 churches claimed in the Indian Terri- 
tory, aa outaido the fleld covored by tho operations of the census, leaving 17,535, a8 stated above.

PAaUPERISM.—The Superintendent, being well aware that the above table will be 
subject to severe criticism from certain specialists, has thought it best to append a full 
statement of the plan which has been followed in its construction, as well as to make & 
frank admission, as has been done in respect to some of the preeeding tables of this 
volume, of occasional errors and deficiencies. 

The necessity for a distinct exposition of the rules which govern in the treatment of the 
subjeot of Pauperism will be best appreciated after a comparison of the numbers which 
would respectively be returned under tho several classifications possible, and indeed 
wholly reasonable, in this,connection. 

Returns from the county poor-bounses and the city work and alms houses of the State 
of New York show that on the Ist of December, 1869, the actual number of the inmates 
of these institutions was 15,053, On the 1st of December, 1870, the aggregate number

of inmates was 15,852. Tho date taken for this return, viz, the Ist of December, would 
probably not show quito so large a number of paupors as a date nearer the close of the 
winter; but December would certainly exhibit a larger numberthan any other month 
of tho spring, summer, or autumn, excepting March, and possibly Aptil, and is there- 
foro to be regarded as presenting an unexceptionably fair averago for the year. 

"Yet tho books of the same institutions record tho ‘admission during tho yeur, whose 
beginning and ending are thas defined, ineluding thoeo remaining at the beginning of 
the year, of no lesa than 59,136 “persons.” In addition, the number of persons receiv- 
ng temporary and partial ont-door reli in tho Stato of New York throngh the year 
in question (at an expense of $911,855.15) is returned at 101,796, making the total num. - 
ber of “persons” receiving aid from fands appropriated distinctly for the poor, 160

2 hard winter, or a dozen soup-tickets, was set down among the State’s poor. While 
claiming in respect to this as little as in respect to any other class of the statistics of 
the census, aud, indeed, less with respect to this than to almost any other, absolate 
accuracy, the Superintendent must claim tho credit of having attempted to introdace 
as fully as, with the vicious machinery of the present census law, was possible, dis- 
crimination and order into the returns of pauperisni. 

In acountry presenting such wide diversity in the conditions of life, settlement, and 
industry as the United States, four things would be essential to anything like a com- 
plete exhibit of the pauperism of all tho States : 

First. The number of persons actually inmates of asylums, alms and work h on 

‘one or more days certain duripg the year. It woald be desirable that three or 

dates should be taken for tho count. If, however, only a single return could be ob- 
tained, the date taken should be as strictly representative of the year as possible. This 

condition, the day previously indicated as taken for the return in New York, viz, De- 

¢ ember I, 1, fairly answers. The census date, June 1, is as little representative a8 any 

could be. 

Second. The amount of pauperism calculated impersonally, 4. ¢., by dividing the 
gate expenditure for poor-support by the ascertained cost of maintaining, in each State 
and fee ‘tion by turns, one pauper for one year. 

ird. The number of persons who, for any period, however limited, from beginning to 
close of the year, become inmates of any of the different classes of charitable institations. 
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‘TABLE XLV.—Pauperiem and Crime, with Population by States and Territories—1850. 
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Fonrth. The number of persons receiving, in any form and in any degree, relief or 

ce in money or by supplies at the public expense. 

Nothing less than the above would put the statistician, the economist, or the social 
philosopher, in a position to work out all the relations of the pauperism of such acoun- 
try as this to the social and economical interests of the people. But unfortunately the 
census law of 1850 allows the authorities and agents of the census to compass but two 
of the four points of importance in tho consideration of the subject. One of the two 
is the number of inmates of asylums, alms and work houses on a day certain, corre- 

ding to the first of the series of four just enumerated. The other of the two ques- 
tions which the law allows may, by the authorities of the census, be.made at their dis- 
cretion to cover any one of the three remaining pointe, and of necessity must leave the 
other two uncovered. 

‘Tho phraseology of tho law on this subject, “number #pported during the year,” is, 
as usual, ambiguous. It would certainly be within the scope of administrative con- 
struction to determine this inquiry to meet any one of the three following pointe: 

First. Number supported during, i. ¢., throughout, the year. Tho philological argu- 
ment is rather in favor of this construction. This would give the impersonal amount 
of pauperism, provided, at least, it were held legitimate, as it clearly might be, to re- 
duce partial to total support at the ascertained cost of the latter. 

Second. The number during the year receiving anpport, greater or less, in publte in- 
stitutions, i. ¢., receiving support at any time and for any time “ during the year,” +. ¢., 
within the year. ber rt, " 

‘Third. The number receiving support, i.e, assistance at publie expense, as above, 
but without reference to the manner in which such assistance be rendered, whether 
total support in alms and work houses, or occasional out-door relief. 


eo 
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It being within the discretion of the authorities of the census to direct the one r- 
waining inquiry of the census so as to reach one of these three points, the effort has 
been made at the present census to bring the returns as nearly as practicable to what 
may be termed the solid amount of pauperism. 

The reasons which controlled the Census Office in selecting this in preference to any 
other form of returning pauperis were as follows : 

First. The most exact single expression possible for the actual pauperisin of a conn- 
try is undoubtedly obtained by dividing the aggregate cost of support by the ascer- 
tained cost of supporting one pauper for one year. This gives the amount of pauperiam. 
reducing it toa solid form, and affording opportunity for easy and just comparison 
between States and sections. . 

Second. The number of “ persons” shown, by the records of asylums, alms aa¢é 
work honses, to have been received and discharged during the year, ia largely ficti- 
tious, sometimes even to the extent of one-half, two-thirds, or five-sixths. An indi- 
vidual of the pauper class will sometimes put in as many appearances during the year 
at the almhouse, as an individual of the criminal class at the police court ; and wher. 
he has worn out his welcome at all the institutions of the metropolis, by turns, will 
make tho tour of the provinces. In fact, at many city almshouses, almost the only 
steady boarders, besides young children, are the insane, the blind, and the crippled 
Such facts are too notorions to require extended evidence. An analysis of the return 
of the county and city alms and work houses for the State of New York affords « 
striking illustration. Of the 15,352 inmates on the lst of December, 1870, 5,517 were 
stated to be children under sixteen years of age, or to be insane, idiotic, blind, or deai 
and dumb. These persons, it may be assumed, did not move about to any appreciable 
extent, but belonged permanently to the personnel of their respective institutions 
Dedueting these 5,517 from the entire body of inmates, we have but 9,835 who, in the 
absence of any stated disability, may be assumed, for the purpose of this argament, to 
belong potentially to the vagabond class of paupers, although large numbers even of 
these must have been disabled for self-removal by reason of Being crippled or maimed. 
The records of these institutions, however, show that not less than 59,136 “ persons” 
were admitted during the year. Deducting the same 5,517, we have 53,619 entries 
during the year, to 9,535 actual inmates (not disabled as above) on a day certain, which 
day, December 1, may be accepted as fairly representative of the year. Such facts as 
these show hew little the record of “admissions” to poor-houses can be taken as 
affording a just measure of pauperism. 

Third. Not only do the difficulties of the work increase almost indefinitely as we 
seek to carry our inquiries out to determine, free of duplications, the actual number of 
persons receiving temporary and partial assistance, out of doors, from public fands; 
but the value of the results diminishes with much the same rapidity. If it were 
practicable, it would certainly bo of curious interest to know the exact number of per 
sons thus relieved in any city or section of the country; but when we consider that the rr- 
lief thus extended ranges from partial support totbe most. trifling assistance—a bushel of 
coal, a few soup-tickets, or even a single dinner, in some cities being scrupulously 
male a matter of record and report—it must appear plain that these are not the facts 
in respect to poor-anpport which are to bo obtained at the sacrifice of those which 
could be used to determine with approximate accuracy the absolute amount of pauper- 
ism, its bearing on the social system, and its burden on the industry of the country. 

For the reasons above indicated, the Census Office has sought to compass in the preced- 
ing table the positive amount of pauperism in cach Stato and Territory, reduced to 
permanent and entire support., No one who appreciates the lack of system which 
" exists in ninety-nine out of one hundred of even the important communities of this 


land in respect to matters of this kind, the general absence of well-kept and properly- - 


posted records, and the frequent indifference of officials to statistical or acientific 
inquiries, will be surprised to find much in this table, after all has been done which 
the existing Jaw authorizes and enables the Census Office to do, which cannot be said 
to consist strictly with any single rule. 

The cost of support varies greatly in city and in country, and very mnch also accord- 
ing to the system of poor-raief adopted... The difference between city and conutrr 
may be stated approximately as follows: Annual cost of support in rural districts, 
s@® to 890; annnal cost in cities and large towns, £90 to $125. Tho local system of 
poor-relief, however, enters, sometimes to equalize these expenditures, and sometimes 
to exaggerate the differences above indicated. Under a system uniform throughout 
the State, it happens in more than one State that the paupers in purely rural districts 
are maintained quite as expensively as the poor of the largest cities. 

Unquestionably the most economical method of treating the panperism of a com- 
munity is found in the town-farm system. Land, buildings, and farming-toals being 
provided by the town, only one salary, that of the overseer, requiring to be paid, and 
the labor of the paupers being employed to the full extent of their physical ability, thu 
annual charge of support in the States using this agency is reduced to a minimum, 
often not exceeding sixty or even fifty dollars. When it is remembered that an able- 
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bodied laborer, engaged in agriculture iu this country, can without difliculty provide 
tood for himself and tor three, four, or five persons depefdent on hiw, it will appear 
wholly reasonable that even the partial and ineffective labor of the pauper on the 
town farm should so far reduce the cost to the State of his maintenance. In those 
States, on the other hand, where paupers are gathered into large establishments, with 
numerous officials and expensive appointments, and with no opportunity for employ- 
ing the inmates productively, all articles of food and clothing have to be directly 
purchased by the State, and the cost of support rises to $100, §1:25, and even $140. In 
the mining States and Territories, where all articles of merchandise bear high prices, 
‘and where the number of paupers to be maintained is not sufficiently large to make it 
important to rigidly reduce expenditure on thia account, the average cost of support 
rises to even a higher figure. =~ 

- In addition to the points already discussed, two questions remain as to what elements 
shall or shall not be included in the Statistics of Pauperism : 

First. Shall the amounts expended in the immediate relief of poor immigrants by the 
immigration commissioners of New York aud other large ports of cutry be regarded, 
for the purposes of the following table, as forming a pait of the poor-support of those 
cities and of the States in which they are severally situated? The amount thus 
expended by the immigration commissioners of New York during the year 1869 was, 
as already stated, $330,000. The amount so expended at other points must have been 
considerable. 

The Superintendent is disposed to hold that such an expenditure should be regarded 
merely as incidental to a gigantic system of immigration directly encouraged by the 
Government. While immigrants continue to arrive at our shores by hundreds of 
thousands each year, it is a matter of conrse that some, from sickness, from failare 
through ignorance to make proper provision, from accidents of one sort and another, 
and last, not least, from the villainies of the organized hordes of ruffians which beset our 
immigrant ships, will have occasion, in a wholly strange Jand, to appeal for temporary 
assistance to the guardians by law appointed over them. This is hardly pauperism in 
any proper sense, and until the immigrant bas passed from under the control of the 
commissioners of immigration into the condition of a recognized and registered in- 
mate of some asylum or almshouse, he cannot be said to constitute one of the paupers 
of the city or the State. 

Second. Shall the amounts paid from the treasuries of States, counties, or cities toward 
the support of charitable institutions of the various classes known to modern philan- 
thropy, hospitals, dispensaries, asylums for the insane, the idiotic, the blind, the deaf and 
dumb, be includéd in such tables as the preceding ? | 

Here, azain, tho best reason of the case seems to be in favor of the stricter constrne- 
tion and the exclusion of these elements as not pertaining to the proper poor-support 
of the country. 

The pauperism of the afflicted classes, inmates of snch institutions, is to be regarded 
18 an, incident of their several disabilities or infirmities. Some of these persons would 
undonbtedly be paupers were they not so afflicted; but far more are only panpers be- 
cause they are thus afflicted, and while thns afflicted. The greater fact, the principal, 
is properly the one in contemplation; the minor, the incident, may justly be disre- 
warded in such a compilation as the present. One point certainly can be successfully 
maintained, and it is conclusive of the question, were there nothing alse to bo said, 
viz: that the framers of the census law did not have it in contemplation that the ben- 
eticiaries of hospitals, dispensaries, and asylums distinctly for the blind, the sick, or the 
insane would be embraced in the returns of the census. 

If it were worth while to accumulate reasons, it might further be said that the in- 
cJusion of these classes in the panperism of the country would be a troublesome prece- 
dent in view of the acknowledged fact that nineteen-twentieths of the academies, col- 
leges, and professional schools of the country are, by virtue of their endowments, 
accumulated often through several generations, rendered mainly ecleemosynary, and that 
not one-half, perhaps not one-fourth of those who now enjoy their advantages could 
aspire to do so, if required to pay the real cost of what is thus furnished them.

The necessity for a discriminating treatmont of the returns of assistant marshals is 
even more evident in respect to the Statistics of Crime than has been noted in the re- 
snarks above upon the Statistics of Pauperism, while on the other hand the difficulties 
of the subject are found to be much greater. | 

No single measure can be taken for determining the proportions of crime in the sev- 
eral communities of our country. 

Tt is easy, by a simple arithmetical process, to obtain the solid amount of paupcrism, 
but not so of crime. The absence of any effort to reduce to a consistent body the 
returns on this subject at the lust consus led to similar misrepresentations of States and 
sections as have been noted in the published Statistics of Panperism; Pensylvania, for 
example. being returned with but 2,930 convictions during the year, while New Notk, 
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with a population only a little larger and in much the samo social and industrial coe- 

‘dition, was returned with 58,067, or nearly twenty times as many as Pennsylvania 
It would not even require the most casual acquaintance with the communities thu 
characterized, or stigmatized, to establish the certainty that such statements could ne 
be trne. Human nature, with its opportunities and its temptations, does not rary 
that extent with two degrees of latitude. 

Returns thus out of all proportion were due to the fact that in tho former State eor 
victions of crime before courts of record only were taken for tho census retarna, whik 
in the latter the convictions of police and justices’ courte were indifferently admitted. 
Again, in another class of cases, the returns from one State would be restricted to cor 
victions for grave offenses, withont reference to the character of the tribunal, whik 
in & neighboring Stato convictions for the most petty offenses were oqually considersd 

In the preparation of the preceding table the effort has been made to reduce the 
material to something like consistency and uniformity. Of course it is not possible, 
with the inadequate inquiries anthorized to be made by the act of 1350, and with th- 
more inadequate agencies provided for the prosecution of these inquiries, to presest 
the criminal statistics of the States satisfactorily, according to any idea or plan. Eves 
to present the most summary view of the subject with anything approaching suecess, 
it would be indispensable that the Census Office be farnished with a statement of the 
convictions in cach State, classified according to the crimes for which convictions were 
had. This the scheme of enumeration in use in the United States does not provide for. 
So far as it has been practicable to obtain tif information at the Census O by sab- 
sequent correspondence, it has heen done without consideration of the amount of Jaber 
involved therein, and the preeecding table has been corrected accordingly. 

Owing to the fact that the constitution of courts of record in the several States varie 
greatly as to the crimes over which thoy have jurisdiction, it has not been found prae 
ticable to make this tablo strictly one of convictions for crimes by courts of record 
The effort has been, however, to make the returns for each State an equivalent fr 
those of every other, and the results are now submitted with the remark that neither 
the statements of crime nor those of pauperism for the ycar are regarded as possessing 
any high degree of statistical authority. They are believed, however, to contain s very 
wuch larger amount of exact and of approximate information than it is in the pewe 
of any individual or of any other public agency to collect. The numbers reported re 
spectively as receiving poor-support, and asin prison on the lat of June, 1870, are regarded 
as quite accurately determined. Errors may be found to exist, but an extensive eer 
respondence on the part of the Census Office bas established their substantial accuracy 
and completeness. 

From the number in prison have been excluded the inmates of houses of refuge, 
houses of correction, and institutions of kindred character.

_ THE CONSTRUCTION OF THE TABLE OF AREAS. 


The construction of the columns of areas in the preceding table has been attended 
with difficulty, owing to the uncertainty of the official data. As late as 1850, and evens 
1860, the reported arens of the Territories aud the extreme Western States were maials 
estimates, or at best approximate calculations, and even at the present time are no 
generally the result of completed surveys. For the purposes of this table the ares 

ivep in the report of the Commissioner of the General Land Office for the year 1870 
fave been taken as correct with one exception. {n that report the arca of Nevads is 
given as 112,090 square miles. In this area table it has been reduced by 7,965 aquare 
miles. The facts relied on to justify this reduction are that the statute erecting Ne 
vada, after fixing its boundaries, provides that the part of California included by the 
act in Nevada shall not become a part of Nevada until California shall assent to the 
transfer. California has at no time assented, therefore the area of this strip of land, 
7,965 square miles, has been deducted from the reported area of Nevada, and the ares 
of California has not been changed, inasmuch as this tract appears to have been ip- 
cluded both in California and Nevada in the table of the General Land Office for the 
year 1870. Assuming thus the areas of 1870 as standard, the official figures for 180 
and 1850 have been brought to them, where the boundaries of States have remained 
unchanged. Where transfers of territory have been made it has been sought, in the 
preceding tablo, to account accurately for the gain and loss during each deceunial 

iod. Tho principal transfers of areas from one civil division to another, in the col- 
umns of the table, are as follows: 

The territory given as the Indian Country in the column for 1850, 195,274 square 
miles, appears at 1860 both as the Indian Country, 68,991 square miles, and as the Terri 
tory of Kansas, 126,283 square miles. The latteragain at 1870 appears both as tho State 
of Kansas, 81,318 square miles, and as a portion of the Territory of Colorado, 44,96 

uare miles. 

ho Territory of Minnesota at 1850, 165,491 square miles, appears at_ 1860 as the 
Stato of Minuesota, 83,531 square miles, and the Territory of Minnesota, 81,960 square 
niles. The latter appears in 1270 as a portion of the Territory of Dakota. 

The Territory of Nebraska was not organized until 1654. The area on the live given 
to that Territory in the coluinn for 1850, 351,558 square miles, represents the then un- 
organized portion of the public domain, exclusive of the Indian Country, as tabalated 
It was then called the Northwest Territory. It had the same extent as Nebraska, 
when organized four years later, as the same appears in the column for 1860. The Ter- 
ritory of Nebraska of 1860 appears in 1870 as the entire State of Nebraska, 75.9% 
square miles, a portion of the Territory of Colorado, 16,035 square iniles, a portion of 
the Territory of Dakota, 68,972 square miles, a portion of the Territory of Mon- 
tana, 116,269 square miles, and a portion of the Territory of Wyoming, 74,287 square 
wiles. 

Tho Territory of New Mexico at 1850, 215,807 square miles, appears in 1860 with an 
increase of 40,535 square miles, representing the territory acquired from Mexico by the 
Gadsden treaty. The area of the Territory in 1860, 261,342 square miles, is represented 
in 1870 by the whole of the Territory of New Mexico, 121,201 square miles, the whole 
of the Territory of Arizona, 113.916 square miles, a portion of the Stato of Nevada. 
12,225 square miles, and a portion of the Territory of Colorado, 14,000 square miles. 

The Territory of Oregon at 1850, 288,345 square miles, appears in 1860 as the State 
of Oregon, 05.274 square wiles, gud the Territory of Washington, 193,071 square miles; 
the latter in 1570 appears as the whole of the Territory of Washington, 69,994 square 
injles, the whole of the Territory of Idaho, 86,294 square miles, a portion of the Terri- 
tory of Montana, 26,901 square miles, and a portion of the Territory of Wyoming.

The Territory of Utah at 1850, 220,196 square miles, appears without change in 1860. 
In 1e70 it appears asthe wholo of the Territory of Utah, 84,476 square miles, a por- 
tion of the Territory of Colorado, 29,500 square miles, a portion of the State of Ne 
vada, 91,900 square miles, and _a portion of the Territory of Wyoming, 14,320 square 
miles.

as pursuing gainful ocenpations, are also embrace in this total of school attendance,’ 
aud, on the other hand, estimating the number of female children of this period of life 
belonging to the pauper, vagrant, or criminal class at 100,000, we shall have something 
like 500,000 school attendants among the females of the second period of life. Sab- 
tracting this from the total number of females between 16 and 59, we shall have in 
round numbers 9,750,000 persons, of whom only 1,594,783 appear in the Tables of Occa- 
pations, leaving, say, 8,150,000 to be accounted for. 

‘As tho considerations remaining to be adduced apply equally to females of the third 
period of life, we may now add their number to the total already obtained, making the 
aggregate of females above 16 unaccounted fur in the ueighborhood of 9,100,000,

First, howover, it needs to be stated just what constitutes a discrepancy. A failuro 

i the numbers reported in tho one place and in the other to balance exactly is not a 
screpancy. On the contrary, this is to be ted; and if t¥e numbers are found 
“be in excess in the proper set of tables, and to be in excess to only the proper extent, 
tis farnishes a statistical proof of a high character. The tables in which the numbers 
tould thus be generally found in excess are the Occupation Tables. The reason for 
16 excess being found in these Tables and not ig the others is, that the schedule of 
anufactures gives an arerage returo of the number of “hands employed,” while the 
atistics of occupations aro taken from count of individuals upon the popMlahion, 
hedule, and present, therefore, a mazimum return, embracing, a8 they do, artisan of 
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every class out of employment, temporarily dizabled, or for some other reason not in- 
cluded in the actual return of any establisliment. ; oo. 

The degree to which such excess should extend will depend, within certain limits, 
upon tho nature of the special occupation, as well as upon tho general condition of 
manufacturing industry throughout the country at the time. It should rarely, how- 
ever, fall below six per cent. in any trade at any time, and it should quite as rarely go 
above sixteen per cent. 

Whenever, therefore, the numbers returned in the Tables of Occupations do not exceed 
those under the same titles in the Tables of Manufactures by at least six per cent., and, 
on the other hand, whenever the former exceed the latter by more than sixteen per 
cent., there a (discrepancy must be admitted. 

And, first, of those cases where the numbers in the Tables of Occupations do not ex- 
ceed those in the Tables of Manufactures by six per cent., or even fall below them. 

Instances of this kind are principally confined to the returns of factory operatives. 
At the present census these instances are sutliciently marked to require ex ation.* 

A portion of these omissions, undoubtedly, may be accounted for by the arge num- 
ber (41,619) returned under tho head of “4fill and factory operatives not speci 1! a5 
well as by the number (20,242) of “Employés of manufacturing establishments not 
specified ;” but, in the main, the explanation of the discrepancies is found in the fact, 
heretofore adverted to, that women and children employed in factories are omitted in 
large numbers. 

Second. Those instances where the numbers appearing in the Tables of Occupations 
exceed those im the Tables of Manufactures by more than the probable or poasible 
difference between & maximum and an average return. Unlike the clags first noted, 
these discrepancies affect mainly the statistics of those occupations which are pursued 
singly, or by twos and threes, out of large mills and factories, and even, ip a consider- 
able degree, out of shops. Discrepancies of this charagter in no degree iscredit the 
statistics of occupations. They arise from the fact that the return of “ Prodactive In- 
dustry,” under the census law of 1850, is not, as indeed it was not intended to be, a 
complete return of the mechanical production of the country. 

The census attempts the enumeration of mechanical industry only as it is carried on 
in shops, and thus fails to embrace that large body of individual labor which is not 
attached to distinct “ostablishments of productive industry.” Moreover, the census 
law establishes a mimimum (namely, the value of $500 annually) below which the pro- 
duction of shops shall not be returned; behind which unfortunate exception a host of 
minor establishments, producing in the neighborhood of $500, take refuge and thas 
escape enumeration. : 

The acope of these omissions may be seen in the tables ou pages 664 and 665 of Vol- 
nme J of the Ninth Census. Larger omissions occurred at the census of 1860, (nee Vol. 
I, Ninth Census, p. 665.) 

The etiect of this wholesale omission of the production of certain trades upon the 
aggregate value of manufacturing and mechanical products in the country has been 
discussed in the quarto volume on Industry. 

Tnasinuch at it is not the Tables of Occupations which suffer from the comparison, 
it will not be necessary to pursue inquiry further into this class of discrepancies in the 
present connection, The Tables of Occupations are incontestably accurate, in a high 
degree, in respect to these common trades. 

alu ereeption.—In making such comparisons as the foregoing, between the Tables of 
Occupations and those of Mauufactares, care should be used that the titles taken for 
the purpose really correspond. In somé cases, even those in which the apparent cor- 
respondence is the strongest, the quantities are in fact not commensurable. An 
exiunple may be found in the brick and tile manufacture. It would seem, at first 
glance, that the “hands employed” should answer exactly to the “brick and tile 
makers” in the Tables of Occupations; but, in fact, a considerable portion of the hands 
employed in large brick-yards, exceeding, indeed, not infrequently, the number of 
erattsinen, are classed aud known as common Jaborers, aud are so returved in the 
census, The table on page 666 of Vol. I, Ninth Census, will show the scope of this ex- 
ception. It will be seen that, while in two or three minor cases the number returned 
on the ‘Tables of Ocenpations execeds, as we are accustomed to expect, the numberin 
the Tables of Manutactures, the proportion of common laborers employed in. brick- 
yards where that branch of manufacture becomes considerable, (notably in the larget 
manufacturing States,) is 80 great as to raise the numbers in the latter tables consider- 
ably above those in the former. 

Incomplete subdivision of employments.—In addition to the apparent deficiencies or dis- 
crepancies Which have been noted, one geueral remark will sufice in explanation of

sons is connected with the woolen and worsted manufactures, while the Tablea of Mannfactures ow 

that considerably more than forty thonaand persona were engaged pon the average, in these branches 
of manntacturing industry. 
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many of the entries in the tables, in respect to the accuracy of which question may 
naturally arise. . 

It must be borne in mind that the number of persons who gre reported under a cer- 
tain specified occupation does not nocessarily embrace all the persons who perform the 
duties usually associated with that title, but only those who discharge such duties to 
the exclusion of other gainful occupations, or, at least, as their principal or solo pro- 
feased means of support. ( 

The organization of labor and the subdivision of industry vary in respect to com- 

leteness and minuteness with each successive community. As communities advance 
in industrial character, functions become separated, and distinct occupations become 
recognized. This country, from its peculiar conditions, presents almost every degree 
between the two extremes of industrial development in this particular. It is common 
to find on the returns from the present Territories, and even somo of the present States 
of the Union, such entries as these: “Carpenter and miner,” “ Blaeksmith and carpen- 
ter,” “ Blacksmith and miner.” In many of the communities of the land it is difficult 
to draw distinctions much finer than those between the icultural, tho mining, the 
mechanical, and the commercial pursuit or profession. Indeed, even this is not always 
practicable, since it is matter of notoriety that in many of the States of the Union, and 
those not among the newest, the occupations of carpenter and farmer, or blacksmith 
and farmer, or farmer and fisherman, are frequently united in one person. In large 
and more prosperous communities a clear separation between such incongruous occupa- 
tions takes place; yet, still, the carpenter, for instance, in nine out of ten counties in 
the United States, performs half a dozen functions which, in cities, are recognized as 
belonging to distinct trades. 

The same general process occérs in agricultural, commercial, and professional em- 
ployments 3 thus, the tables show 100,406 traders and dealers whose branch of trade is 
not spec ‘ ° 

The want of specifications in the case of this 100,406 is not due to the neglect of assist- 
ant marshals, but to tho fact that these persons so characterized are actually selli 
agricultural implements, books and stationery, boots and shoes, &c., &c., thro 
pretty much the entire line of articles sold by those other dealers whose departments 
are defined because the communities in which they dwell and deal are sufficiently 
large to allow of the subdivision of trade. 

, therefore, we look at those occupations which emerge as distinct employments 
only in communities where the organization of industry and the subdivision of labor 
are carried to a high degree, the number of persons engaged will appear to be impoasi- 
bly small, unless the above considerations are borne carefully in mind. 

ANOMALOUS ENTRIEs.—Other seeming discrepancies, which demand at least an allu- 
sion here, occur where persons are returned as of certain special occupations in States 
where it is notorious that the industries represented are not carried on; or, again, 
where persons, not more than one, two, or tive in number, are returned in a State 
under a description which implies a large body of workmen, as (in illustration of both 
these classes) when Obio is returned as having one silk-mill operative, it being diffi- 
cult to see how one operative could justify a silk-factory in Ohio, and it being, more- 
over, notorious, as matter of fact, that the manufacture of silk is not carried on in that 
State. An adequate explanation of all cases of this general nature is found in the 
consideration that the census takes account of persons where they are actually resid- 
ing, and assigns them to their habitual occupation, whether it is being at the time 
pursned or not. 

In the enumeration of tens of thousands of persons out of health, or out of employ- 
ment, traveling, or visiting friends in other States, it is inevitable that such apparent 
anomalies should arise. 

Nota Bene.—Each employment specified in the following tables must be understood 
in connection with the class or grand division of indastry under which it is placed. 
To many, and, indeed, most of the specifications of occupation, this warning, in the 
nature of the case, does not apply. ; 

Others, however, will be misinterpreted without a reference to the more general title. 
Thus, “clerks and copyists” appear under the head “ personal and professional ser- 
vices,” to the number of 6,138. These are clerks to lawyers, clerks to civil engineers, 
copyists not attached to commercial houses or manufacturing establishments, &c. 
“ Clerks” also appear under the head of “ Manufactures and Mining,” so far as persons 
are employed in a purely clerical capacity in those banches of industry; while, under 
the titlo of “Trade and Transportation” “ clerks” appear several times as “clerks in 
stores,” “clerks in banks,” “(clerks in railroad-offices,” &c. In such cases, ‘ cross- 
references” will generally bé found between the several parts of the tables where 
these entries occur.

Remanxs.—It is held by many persons conversant with the special subject, that the 
urns of the census in respect to the blind and tho deaf and dumb, and ala, ins 
higher degree, to tho insano and the idiotic, aro always, aud necessarily, considerably 
Uelow the fact. F. B. Sanborn, esq., of Massachusetts, late secrotary of the board of 
charities for that commonwealth, has advanced the opinion that the numbers reported 
in the censns, be it State or Nationa rarely embrace more than sixty or seventy pet 
cent. of their respective classes. 

‘The Superintendent certainly can claim not to be bigotod in his defense of the ac 
curacy of the census as taken under existing laws, nor does he desiro to exhibit s dir 
position to close, were it in his power, the discussion of this question by a de 
nial of the chargo of large omissions in the returns of the Afflicted Classes of our popt- 
lation at the census.

Still further scrutiny of the list shows that the actual statement of the individual 
casé in No small proportion of instances fails to bear ont the title of the list itself.

“deaf and dumb,” while 41 appear as “dumb,” 14 as “mute,” 73 as “deaf,” and 1 
simply as “idiotic.” 

‘The Superintendent does not take the responsibility of saying that none of the per- 
sons reported as “mute” or as “dnmb,” or even of the larger number re} under the 
more questionable title of “ deaf,” were not deaf-mates or deaf and dumb ; but it is cer- 
tuinly fair to demand, in a list prepared solely with a view to this single consideration, 
something like accuracy of definition; and if accuracy of definition cannot be at- 
tained in so simple a matter, What reason to expect accuracy of description ?

‘ALTH, TAXATION, AND PUBLIC INDEBTEDNESS. 
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Faluation.—Tho schedule commonly known as the Social Statistics Schedule, annexd 9; _ 
to the act of 1850, proposes ten distinct subjects of inquiry, viz: Valuation; Taxatia; ]... 
Churches; Schools; Libraries; Newspapers; Wages; Crops; Pauperism ; and Crime J... 
Of these ten heads, one, viz, Crops, was, as explained in the remarks which 7: 
tho Population volume of this census, stricken out of the schedule, as its pro acope fF .. 
is more fully covered by the investigations of another office, viz: the di... 
Agriculture. The place which it formerly occupied upon the schedule was devoted & j- 
an inquiry into State, county, and municipal indebtedness. os 


The results of the inquiries in respect to churches, libraries, schools, ne wepspe 
pauperism, and crime, as bearing on the moral, social, and intellectual condition of the 
people, will be found in connection with the Statistics of Population. The Tabla 
of Valuation, Taxation, and Indebtedness, constituting a part of the Industrial State 
tics of the census, have been grouped with the Statistics of Production in the volume 
on Industry, and an abridgment of them will be found in the pages immediately fal- 

owing. 

That part of the Social Statistics Schedule of 1850 which is devoted to thesubject 
Valuation has always been understood to require— ; 

Firsr. A positive statement of the value of Real Property as assessed for purposes of 
State or local taxation. ‘ . 

SrconD. A positive statement of the value of Personal Property as assessed for pur 
poses of Stato or local taxation. ; 

THIRD. Au estimate, by the officer making the return, of the True Value of both speci 
of property combined, The phraséology of the schedule in this matter is most 
nate, but it has always been understood (interpreted is hardly the word ) to mem 
what is given above. 

Inasmuch as the laws of some States exempt large amounts of personal property | 
from taxation, while in others large classes of real property are so exempted ; i 
moreover, as the customs of assessment vary yreatly in different States, and ofter 
times in the several countics of the same Statc—in some the taxable value of the 
property not exempted by Iaw being fixed at no more than a third of its recognized 
selling price; in others, at fifty, sixty, seventy, eighty, or ninety per cent.—it will be 
seen that tharesult of the first two inquiries is not to obtain the wealth of the several 
States and Territories, but to presont mercly the actual basis of State or local taxation: 
the amount, namely, in each State, county, or town, upon which a tax of five, ten, @ 
fifteen dollars in the thousand might be levied. The utter want of uniformity in this 
matter of assessment for purposes of taxation cannot be too strongly insisted on. With 
out a knowledge of the laws in each community in respect to exemptions, as well as 
a knowledge of the customs of assessment in cach, assessed values must always bear 3 
very uncertain relation to real wealth. 

That, then, which the first two inquiries under this head do not attempt to obtain, 
nanely, the Real Wealth of tho several States and Territories, it is sought. to reach by 
means of estimates ‘to be made by the officer immediately charged with the collection 
of the Social Statistics of the district or subdivision ; and the results of this effort will 
be fonnd in the proper column of the tables following. 

As estimates on no subject can have auy authority excepting such as is derived from 
confidence in the persons making them, or, if such estimates are put forth impereonal- 
ly, then from confidence in the methods pursued, it is but right that it shonld be stated 
by what class of officers this part of the census work has been performed, and under 
What instructions from the central oflice they have acted. At the best, these figures 
represent but the opinion of one man, or of a body of men, in each State, acting under 
advice iu the coliection of material and in the calculation of the several elemenis of 
the public wealth. 

From the following States and judicial districts the return of Social Statistics was 
made by a single deputy marshal specially commissioned for that duty, viz: Californis, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Mississippi, Nebraska, Nevada, New Jersey, Eastern New York, Soutbem 
New York, North Carolina, Obie, Oregon, Western Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Tes- 
as, Verinont, Wisconsin, Wyoming, and District of Columbia.

/ @pmeerned, may be assumed to be reasonably just and close to all the facts and condi- 
tions of the case. The advantage of committing this duty to one or two officers in a 
State was found in the considerations—first, that this plan secured a greater uniformity 
of treatment; second, that, with the smaller namber of persons engaged, it. was practi- 
eable for the Census Oftice to confer more frequently and minutely with them in respect 
to difficulties encountered, and to communicate information or suggestions bearing on 
the subject; third, that it was possible by this method to secure officers of a distinctly 
higher grade for the performance of this duty. 

e latter consideration was of prime importance for the purposes of a true valua- 
tion of the realized wealth of the country. Somo of the gentlemen who consented to

The two points particularly dwelt upon in instructions from the Census Office in this 
matter of valuation were, first, the undervaluation of real cstate in assessments for tax-

33 By the habits of assessment aro disregarded, (notably furniture, apparel, and 
Oquipage, and small amounts of money in hand or in bank;) or, . 

) By evasion or fraud escape assessment. 

e investigations under the first head, as they have become known to the Census 
Office, have been searching and comprehensive. It is a great mistake to suppose that a 
aniform per cent. can be taken by which to advance the assessed values of real property 
throughout the country, or even thronghont any one State, to reach the true selling-price. 
Not only are the variations to be calculated very great in every State, oven after the nomi- 

. nal -equalization which, in a few States, is effected by State boards constituted for the 
purpose, but the variations as between States are such as to deprive random state- 
ments as to the amount of undervaluation of all authority whatever. There are States 
im which the assessed value of the whole body of real estate does not fall short of its 
selling-price in a favorable market by more than ten pe? cent. In others the true value 
exceeds the assessed value by two hundred per cent., and even moré; while between 
these extremes States arc ranged without any perceptible order, certainly without auy 
means of determining a priori their place in the scale. Hence, to say generally, asis_ . 
so often done in discussions of the realized wealth of the country, ‘“ Add 30 per cent. 
fop andervaluation,” is the mercst trifling. It is possible, however, so to conduct in- 
vestigations in regard to each important section, by turn, as to reach results of real 
walue, even though they take no more authoritative form than that of estimates. But 
that this should be s0, it is necessary that they should be the estimates of judicious 
and well-informed meu, known to have canvassed the whole field, with access to all 
official data existing, and acting in constant conference with each other and with a 
central office. « 

In a few States, notably several of the former slave States, both property and indus- 
try are in such a condition of uncertainty that it has only been possible to deal wath 
the question roughly and approximately ; but speaking generally for the majority of 
the States, and for the vast majority of the property of the country, the additions to be 
wnacie to assessed values, on account of the undervaluation of real estate, have been 
calculated with great nicety by competent investigators. 

No such accurate methods could, of course, be applied to the determination of the 
question low much should be added to the assessed valuation of the country on account 
of the exemption or escape of personal property from taxation. The result reached 
must, at best, bo characterized rather as an impression than an opinion; but so long as 
this work was to be done at all, it was highly desirable that the impression should 
come from a study of the subject, and not from guessing at elements which had never 
been seriously cansidered. 

One remark more will be appropriate before submitting these tables to criticism. 
No attempt has been made to eliminate that portion of tho personal property of the 
country which is based on the valuo of real estate. To that extent, therefore, there is 
a duplication of wealth. The reasons why it was not deemed expedient to undertake 
the work of reducing the aggregate valuation of-real and personal property by the 
amount of the latter, which merely represents the former, were as follows: 

First. This duplication follows the general rule of State and municipal taxation. In 
nearly all the States of the Union land and buildings are taxed to their full (assamed) 
value, without deduction on account of mortgages, while the mortgages aro also taxed 
at their fall value. To obtain the aggregate value of both species of property, this 
duplication being admitted, is, therefore, to obtain the basis of possible taxation on 
prevailing methods of taxation, better than by excluding such duplicated valnes. 

Second. This s personal property representing real property is not always, perhaps not 

erally, owned in the iminediate community where the real property is etosked. 
ts exclasion, therefore, while it would more accurately present the realized wenlth of

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The Cenous agricultural year.—Tho first question, logically, which arises in respect to 
what purports to bo a statement of annttal production, viz: “What is tho year covered 
the report 2” is ove which it is impossible to answer in respect to the tables of 
tural production in the census of the United States. Tho schedule annexed to and 
made a part of the law of 1850 requires the products of each farm in the United States 
“for the year ending June 1.” But there is no agricultural year ending June 1. The 
division made hy the law isa purely artificial one, and cuts the agricultural yearin twain.

ance among the products of the year, will fail to mention it, and the result will ba an 
inadequate representation of that crop. 

So general and positive is the law of the human mind under which such omissions 
take place, that some of the inquiries of the Agricultural Schedule might just as well 
be dropped. The results are hardly worth publishing, and, if taken without the pres- 
ont qualification, are calculated only to deccive. 

This much is true, however, that certain crops which are only rarely cultivated, and 
that in small amounts, in the great majority of States, dnd are therefore in those States 
inadequately represented, become of importance in some single section and are there 
returned with reasonable completeness. If, then, due allowance be made tor the omis- 
sions in the sections wherv the crop is of little account, a very talerable result for the 
entire country may be reached. 

This frank admission in regard to the slight value of the statistjces of tho census in 
respect to the minor crops should have no effect to disparage the authority of its state- 
ments in respect to the staple products of the country as a whole, or of any section. 
Tho very laws of mind by which the former lose even the slight attention Lheg Ge

A second limitation of the agricultural statistics of the census is found in the inap- 
plicability of the schedule to sections in the condition of the several Territories, as also 
of the State of Texas, and some portions of the States of California, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska. That schcdule was framed wholly with reference to the agricultural require- 
ments of the oldcr States, where the land is divided up into well-defined farms, and 
the operations of a comparatively advanced agriculture are systematicall carried on. 
It is utterly inadequate to represent the prazing industry of the great plains beyond 
the Missouri, aud the results in respect to this region might, perhaps, have been omit- 
ted from tho publication with credit to the census. 

Wool.—The censas statistics of woul for tho Seventh and Eighth Censuses have 
been severely criticised by “tho trade” on account of the low average clip per head 
reported throngho at the country, and more especially in certain of the States. 

t is doubtful wl iether the avers ge yield of wool, aa shown by the ratio between the 
number of sheep - returned in the census and the number of pounds of wool retarned, 
will ever reach tiae average weacht of flecco as reckoned by tho trade. This is dae, 
unquestionably, in «part to the fact that the average token by dhe nool-brokers for the

aw. In some cases statistical data of a high character were accessible in the form of 
State censuses, or reports of State auditors made up from the returns of local asses- 
sors. The number of such animals in nearly fifty important cities was accurately de- 
termined by reports from the police authorities, and many towns and villages, and 
some rural countics in States not furnishing other official data, were canvassed with 
reference to this subject. Tho known habits and conditions of settlement, society, and 
yocupation in cach State became also elements of great importance in these computa- 
tions. The result of these processes will be found in the table ov page 697. The 
relativo falling off in the live stock of the country between 1860 and 1870 is due in 
great part, if not entirely, to the tremendons waste of four years of war. 

Cheese and wine.—It should be observed that the cheese returned among the produc- 
tions of agriculture includes only tho chéese made upon the farm. The product of 
sheese-factories will be found in the proper place in the Statistics of Manufactares. 

In the same manner the production of wine will be found both in the tables of agri- 
mniture and manufactures, according as the wine is made upon tho farm or vineyard,

and consequently by agricultural labor, or in large establishments of a purely man- 
ufacturing character. 

Animals slaughtered.—F or the samo reasons that the statistics of agriculturt are uni- 
formly inadequate for the Territories, and for sections of Kansas, Nebraska, Californias, 
and perb: ps the whole of Texas, tho returns of “Animals slaughtered and sold fr 
slaughter” from those regions will fail gencrally to include the flocks and herds that 
graze over fields and plains not embraced in defined farms. Thus the aggregate of all 
the returns under this head for the Territories and for tho States named is only 
$17,171,046. 

Unfortunately there are not sufficient data within reach to enable one to form even 
an estimate of the values thns omitted. There is also a considerable loss in the older 
States from the fact that large numbers of cattle are sold from farms to traders and 
speculators, to be turned into beef at ono time or another, as occasion may serve or ne- 
cessity require, or the market justify, while yet the farmer cannot properly report them 
as “‘ Sold tor slaughter,” as he can know nothing of the plans of the pu .

anything like the truo aggregate value of the farm production of the United States by 
means of the incomplete, and witbal somewhat fragmentary, data farnished in the 
amonnts given in the census of certain erops, embracing, it 18 trae, almost all of the 
staples of the conntry, and some of less importance, yet far ffom covering the entire 
field of American agriculture. 

Whenever efforts have been made to fix an average price for each of these reported 
products, and to supplement the statement by tho walt: of the minor and miscellaneous 
products of tho year, tho result has invariably been a failure, more or less conspienons. 
No estimate of the agricultural productions of the United States is known to the Su- 
perintendent which is entitled to mach moro than the credit of intentions. 

‘The cause of thiy failure is not found alone in the want-of dats by. which to reach 
the sum of the numerous and, in a few cases, the considerable clements of production 
which aro not recognized on the schedules of the census. The degreeof error to which 
estimates in respect to these are liable is perhaps not greater than the probable error 
in calculations of value from quantity in the case of the products which do appear or

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It is no cxaggeration to say that to fix a true average price for any crop 
cultivated in as many as half of the States of the Union, would be a work of not less 
difficulty than to fix the true center of population of the United States. That this 
would be so, were scientific precision required, would probably not be questioned. But 
it may be thought that it would yet bo practicablo roughly to determine the average 
price of such an article, with such limits of error only as would be inappreciablo when 
applied to the entire crop, or would bo offset by errors in an opposite direction during 
the farther course of such calculations. Such, however, is far from being the fact.

States as that mentioned, for which an average farm-price could be fixed with the least 
approach ‘to accurhcy, while from the degree of uncertainty that prevails in respect to 
the entire schedule, as well as in regard to the elements omitted from enumeration, an

the value of the agricultural products of the country to the agricultural interest purely; 
the value of the farm production to the farmer; the value of the crops of the United 
States before the elements of transportation and exchange have been introduced. It 
is easy, from daily quotations, to reach an average price of any single commodity in 
any one of tho principal markets of the country; it iseven possible to reach an average 
price, which shall be based not only on tho several market averages attained, but also. 
to 2 reasonable extent, npon the amount sold at cach such local averago; bat to tell 
how much of the aggregate value thus reached has remained in the hands of the farmer 
is quite another matter. 

The Superintendent has no desire to pursue this subject further than to show at once 
the novelty and the importance of this now feature of the census;*nor is it necessary 
to multiply illustrations to accowplish this result. It is sufficient barely to allude to 
such notorious facts as corn selling in New England at 90 cents and being barned for 
fnel in Jowa; wheat selling at $1.35 in New York, and for 45 cents in Minnesota; beef

of Industry, needs to be carefully borne in mind; otherwise the most mistaken vi 
of the importance of the several branches of industry will result. 

The manufacturing, mechanical, mining, and fishing industries may be groupe 
respect of the value of materials into five classes: 

Kirst. Those industries in which the subject-matter of labor is taken as ef no va 
and the value of the “ materials” reported is made up of the mechanical and ch 
ical appliances with which that subject-matter is treated. This is true of pretty m 
the entire body of minidg and fishing industries. The ores in the rock or in the: 
the fish in the sea, are taken, and properly so, as of no value for the purposes of t! 
statistics. Theroyalty paid to the owner of the mine in the one case, the license ts 
out by the fisherman in the other, aro not included in the value of materials. Ins 
cases the appliances, chemical or mechanical, aro of the simplest kind, and are: 
sumed in very small quantities; in others, they become very extensive and costly; 
through all this class, it remains truc, as a rule, that it is labor, and tho risk and 
of capital, which make up tho chief cost of production. 

Second. Those industries in which the subject-matter is of a distinct and immed 
commercial value, but the property does not. reside in the person who treats it 
these cases, still, the value of the subject-matter treated is not embraced in the ref 
af materials, A familiar Wlustration is that of horse-shoeing. It would be the bei 
of absurdity for the smith, for example, to retura the value of unshod horses among

‘The consus asi 
aa the materials of his industry, merely the coal, iron, steel, &c., used, and, as the value 
af his product, merely the price of the personal service he renders, plua the cost of 
those materials. In the saune category aro many of the trades. The return in respect 
tg tho industries of painting, plastering, and plambibg, for example, do uot take into 
account tho value of tho housos, stores, factories, &-c., before and after these opera- 
tions, but regard only tho added value given as the product, and, in the same way, 
anly the paints, the plastor ond lime, the tubing, iron, and brass-ware, dc. used, a6 
the“ materials” of these industries. : 

‘Third. Those industries in which the entire value of the subject-matter is carried 
into the valuo of “ materials,” and appears again in the product enhanced by the 
value of labor, by the charges for the use of capital, for rent, freight, &c.; but in 
Which tho value of such subject-matter is small, compared to the cost of labor. ‘The 
cabinet-maker takes a few dollars’ worth of woods, coarse or fine, and works this ma- 
terial up into articles bearing ten times the value.’ Tho cutler takes a few pounds of 
steel, and produces edged or pointed instruments of high cost, because of the time and 
skill required in their fabrication. In all theso cases the value of the product is not 
greatly enhanced by the fact that tho entire subject-matter of the industry is in- 
clnded. : 


Fourth. Industries which aro otherwise under the same conditions as those of the 
third clase, but in which the value of the materials approaches, or even moderately ex- 
ceeds, the value of the labor employed, and becomes thus an important demenkn We -

Examination of the table within the text on page “47 shews that the first class of 
industries, With a reported gross product of 143,000,000, yields a met product only 
$5,000,000 less than that of the fifth class, which Las a gross product of S841,000,08, 
while the wages paid in the first class exceed those paid in the tifth by 131 per cent. 
Nothing, perftaps, could set ina stronger light the necessity of cousidering all state- 
ments of manufacturing production in connection with the value of materials con- 
sumed and the cost of Jabor. Here are two groups of industries, the oue reaching tle 
gigantic total of $2:11,000,000, the other aggregating but one-sixth as much; yet the 
latter makes a clear addition to the wealth of the country equal to U6 per cent. of the 
net production of the former, and actually pays more than twice as much in wazes. 

The caleulations which have been ndded to show the number of dollars’ worth et 
wages and of materials, separately and combined, in each hundred dollars ef prodact, 
and also the average’ value of production, gross and net, tu each hand cmployed, ate 
well worth studying. 

It appears that the valne of the materials consumed in the several groups of indy 
tries range from $10.07 to $o4.10 in each S100 of product; that the amount of wages rapges 
(going, so to speak, in the opposite direction) from $51.30 to $3.77 in each $100 of pre 
duct, while the gross produet per capita ranges from $3-15.51 to s8,285.41, and the net 
product ranges from $758.54 to $1,316.61, The reason for these astonishing differences 
is not found chietly in any differenco in the quality of labor, or in the more extensive 
application of machinery in one class than in another, but, almost wholly, in the treat- 
ment of this subject of the materials consumed in the successive industries and classes 
of industries.

now attained to such dimensions, and has come to embrace so diversified and compli- 
cated interests, a8 to require peremptorily a system of statistical investigations sub- 
stantially new, both as to the scope and the details of inquiry, and as to the methods 
aud agencics of enumeration. Outgrown and ineffective as is the census law of 1200 
in almost all particulars, it is nowhere so painfally and almost ludicrously inadequate 
asin the canvass of the national industry: ; 

Of the total amonnt paid for the collection of the Statistics of Manufacture in 
“‘ Schedule 4,” more than a fifth was expended for returns relating to carpentering, 
blacksmithing, coopering, painting, plastering, and plumbivg, not one of which indus- 
tries, though far better returned than ever before, was reported with snfficient com- 
pleteness even to farnish the data for a computation of the true production of the 
trade, so that, after this expenditure, one is still obliged to resort to the Tables of Oc- 
cupations for the material from which to estimate the production of this group of in- 
dustries. The moncy thus thrown away would have served, if placed under the control 
of the Department ot the Interior for the salaries of experts and for the traveling ex- 
penses of special agents, to make the statistics of the larger industmes complete and 
correct in the highest attuinable degree, creditable to the census as 3 national work, 
and invaluable to tho statesman, the political economist, and tho practical man of 
business. At the sane time, 2 well-trained statistician can, in a fow hours, from the 
Tables of Ocenpations, reach a far more satistactory result in respect to the products 
of the minor trades than is to be obtained by manipulating the partial returns of the 
trades themselves. In a word, the returns of manufactures should be restricted to 
those industries which are carried on in cousidcrable establishments, and are suscepti- 
bl@ofa thorough, complete, and detailed enumeration. 

‘Second. The retarns of manufactures, having been thus restricted, should be far 
more specific, and should be made to conform to the advance in the practical arts 
within the last twenty years, and to the requirements of modern statistical science. 
The additional facts thus to be elicited should not be industrial merely, but sach also 
as are of social and sanitary importance. The Manufacturing Tables of the census 
ought to bo so full of technical information as to become the hand;book of manufacta- 
rers, while, at the same timo, they might be made se pregnant with truths important 
to the economist and the statesman as to become a hand-book of social and political 

hilosophy. With no more authority of law than might have been contained in five 

ines of the statutes, and with not a dollar of expense above what has been incurred 
in making this unsatisfactory exhibit of the national industries, such an enumeration 
of the manufactures of the country might have been effected at the Ninth Census. 

Third. The enumeration of all the manufacturing industries, which are of sufficient. 
importance to be taken at all in the census, should be charged upon special agents or 
deputies, who should be in the widest sense experts, who should be liberally compen- 
sated; who should have amplo authority to prosecute the stated inquiries of tho cen- 
sus; and each of whom should be assigned to the enumeration of a single specific in- 
dustry, or of a limited number of cognate industries, over a large extent of territory. 
To reduce the subjects of inquiry given cach such agent, while extending his field of 
inquiry over entire cities, States, and sections, affords the true means of securing at 
once closeness of scrutiny and comprehensivoness of survey. 

Fourth. The canvass of manufacturing industries should be conducted through means 
of schedules, special successively to each of the industries to be enumerated. -This is 
demanded, not less for the convenience of the public than in the interest of the census 
itself, in order to accuracy and economy of enumeration. 

At the census of 1860, the return of “kinds and quantities,” both of materials and of 
products, required by the act of 1850, was enforced more or less completely in respect 
to each one of the 140,433 establishments enumerated ;* while, in tho ease of only 
6,236 establishments, (excluding, as in 1470, coal and iron mines,) were the returns of 
“kinds and quantities” tabulated. At the census of 1870, in the manifest uselossness 
and, indced, impracticability of returning the kings and quantities of materials or pro- 
ducts in a form allowing of a systematic tabulation, the instructions to assistant mar- 
shals were so drawn as to excuse from this duty the proprietors of at least 115,000 estab- 
lishments of productive industry. Bighty-five thousand and forty-two are published in 
one of the following tables, with the kinds and quantities of materials and products 
stated in detail. In respect to the remainder, the returns of “ kinds and quantities” 
were not nsed, cither from the inadequacy or irregularity of the statements made, or 
because the materials and products were found, upon an attempt at compilation, not 
to be of acharacter to repay the cxpense of tabulation, or to justify the space required 
in publication. 

To increase the ratio of establishments in respect of which quantitative statements 
of materials and of products are supplied in the census, from 4} per cent., as in 1860,

On tho other hand, the amounts of the several kinds of flour, meul, &€., specified in the 

roiluct only embrace the production of mills grinding for market ; but the value given 
in the product covers the production of both classes of establishments. No such dis- 
tinction as the aboye was attempted in the publications of the census of 1560, and the 
values given, both for materials and products, therefore, embrace both classes of éstab- 
lishments. The fact that in a few States and Territories the number of mills exceeds 
tho aggregate number of steaut-engines and water-whcels returned, is due, firstly, to 
tho use of wind-mills in some sections and the employment of horses for power in 
others; and, secondly, to the fact that in some of the Southern States a cane-mill and 
a grist-mill frequently take their power from the same wheel. ‘The latter is very gen- 
arally the case in Louisiana. Tn South Carolina 22 flour-mills are returned a8 operated 
by horse-power; in Texas, 50 mills are returned as driven by horses, 17 by oxen, and & 
by wind. In addition to the products specified in the table, Now York is retarned wa 
srodacing J .550 bushels oat-meal, New Jersey 100,000 washes, Vermont 809 Waseda, 
Viscousin 2,400 bushels.
